Senator Tillman late this afternoon con- 
cluded his remarkable speech on the race 
question. He made a profound impression 
upon the senate, and the prediction is gen- 
erally made that this address will become a 
classic, Contrary to all his oratorical tra- 
ditions Senator Tillman spoke with extreme 
températeness. Though he was discugsing 
the race question and discussing it from 
the southern standpoint, he approached the 
subject with absolute caution and seemed to 
be able, by a supreme effort, to divest the 
subject of all passion and sectional prejudice. 

The northern senators readily recognized 
so remarkable an episode. It is probable 
that the negro question was never discussed 
‘90 exhaustively and so judicially by any 
prominent southern statesman before. 
Senator Tillman appealed to the sober 
sense of his northern friends in the senate. 
His speech was manifestly not an elec- 
‘tioneering document, and it was manifestly 
constructed for the purpose of allaying 
prejudice rather than exciting it. The gal- 
leries were filled with well dressed women, 
most of whom were delegates to the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution convention.

Senator Tillman justified the action of the 
southern states in depriving the colored peo- 
ple.of suffrage by declaring that it was a 
matter of self-preservation. The whites 
could not submit to the domination of an 
ignorant blaek race. He asserted that the 
colored people today, as a whole, were not 


‘80 well disposed toward the whites as they 


were during the days of slavery. As a man 
who had been brought up on a slave planta- 
tion he declared that the black and white 
races of the south were becoming bitterly 
antagonistic now, whereas they had been 
extremely friendly during the days of 
slavery... 

He produced some startling figures, ob- 
tained here in the District of Columbia, 
showing that the ratio of illegitimate births 
among the colored people is now about 26 
per cent of the total, there having been a

Declare the Young Writer Whe face 
cumbed Yesterday to Searlet Fever 
Ate No Breakfast and Lived Chiefly 


om Raw Food — Say She Was So 


, tagion—Docteor Called at Last. | 

Is the “no breakfast’’ fad, reinforced by 
adherence to a diet of uncooked foods. re- 
sponsible, indirectly, for the death of Miss 
Cora Dean, better known as “ Koradine,” 
a short story writer? 

Miss ‘Dean died yesterday from 
scarlet fever after a week's iliness. Her 


susceptible to any contagious disease from 
the fact’ that she had weakened herself by 
not eating any breakfast for many months 
and by following the diet of raw foods ex- 
ploited by a prominent physician a few- 
years ago. ‘‘ Soaked wheat," salads, prunes, 
grated nuts, and other uncooked foods are 
said to have been the stapled of her luncheons 
and dinners during the greater part of the 
time that she observed the morning fast. 
_It'is asserted, too, that Christian Science 
theories in the. household resulted in neg- 
lecting. the proper measures to prevent in- 
fection. Miss Dean, who was a student at 
the’ University of Chicago School for Teach- 
ers, lived with her aunt, Dr. Alice B. Stock- 
ham, a traveler and writer on mental anne. 
at 1888 Washington boulevard. 


Tell of “No Breakfast” Fad. 

According to the statements of friends 
who associated with her almost daily be- 
fore her illness Miss Dean several months 
ago commenced to abstain from breakfast 
‘tn the belief that such a course would ben- 
efit her health. As she, as well as her aunt, 
were known as students of Christian Science 
and kindred topics little was thought of 
the matter by her acquaintances till Pe- 
cently. When it. was observed that the 
young woman appeared to be in falling 
health, she was urged to forsake the prac- 
tice of the morning fast, but laughed at 
the entreaties, and the next heard by her 
friends was the report that she was hope- 
leesly 

A Miss Neider, a nurse, who had been liv- 
ing at the house, nursed several scarlet 
fever cases during the Winter, it is gaid. 
She was in the habit of remaining away until 
her patient had recovered and the period 
of quarantine ended. When the girl was 
seen to be dangerously ill Dr. A. C. Cow- 
. perthwaite was called in. He issued a deat 
certificate yesterday afternoon. 

Friends Blame Mental Science. 

“Tl know that ‘ Koradine’ had been going 
without breakfast for a long time,"’ said Miss ' 
Maud Freéman, a solicitor for the New York 
Life Insurance company, who lives at 1338 
Washington boulevard. “She even went 
without luncheon at one time, and all be- 
cause she thought !t would benefit her. The 
other pight we weni.to the theater together 
and coming home I urged her to give up the 
senseless idea. I saw that she was looking 
badly and I thought the ‘ no breakfast ’ rule 
was the cause of it. She also was interested 
in Christian Science.’’ 

“I believe that the mental science fad ia to 
blame for the death of ‘ Koradine,’ ” said.an- 


apparently, that the nfind could be freedfrom 
the thrall of the body only through the tor- 
ment of the flesh. She went without break- 


and that of raw foods. They soaked, wheat 
thirty hours and then made a salad of it.

My daughter, 
Mrs. Cora Stockham Scaife, was one of the 
first persons in Chicago cured by Christian 
Science, and yet I don’t believe it should 
take the place of medicine entirely. I,.am 
sure that all proper precautions to prevent 
infection from the nurse, Miss Neider, were 
exercised, and as soon as we saw that ‘ Ko- 
radine’ was critically {ll we called: in .Dr. 
CowperthwWaite.”’

BOY TRIES TO MURDER HIS

- Treaties in an interview admitted that the 
commercial relations between America and 
Germany now are troubled seriously chiefly 
by two causes. The first is that the German 
.@xports do not have a sufficient market in 
the United States, owing to the tariff, and 
the second is the consular formalities ex- 
acted of German exporters on this side. 


Must Secure Lower Duties.

Stuttgart Publishers, Who Object to 


Copyright Law, Will Not Be 
Represented. 


BERLIN, Feb. 24.—The book ppblishers’ 
society of Stuttgart has decided not to par- 
ticipate in the St. Louis exposition, and in 
this decision the other publishers of Ger- 
many probably will join. ‘The reason as- 
signed is the present copyright treaty be- 
tween Germany and the United States, per- 
mitting the. reprinting of German works in 
the United States without compensation.

The crowded condition of an Ilinois Cen- 
tral suburban train last night was the in- 
direct cause of the death of Thomas Vaughan 
Baker, assistant transportation ag«nt of the 
United States army at Chicago. Inattempt- 
ing to alight from ea moving car at Twenty- 
second street he was fatally injured, and died 
while being taken to a hospital. 

Mr. Baker, who was 62 years old, lived at 
2101 Calumet avenuc.

Mr. Baker left a widow and one daughter. 
Mrs. Baker was seriously ill at her home, and 
when the news of her husband’s death was 
told her her condition grew worse.

The bill is voluminous and after reciting 
‘the large expenses of maintaining the char- 
fitable institutions and the necessity for a 
‘eoncentration of power and responsibility, it 
provides for a board of public charities of 
seven members, appointed by the governor, 
no more than five of whom shall belong to 
one political party, with a seven year term 
of office, one member going out of office each 
year. 

The principal executive officer of each 
| institution is made a financial agent of the 
board and given charge of the premises, 
‘property, and inmates, subject to the direc- 
tion of the board, with power, with the con- 
sent of the board, to appoint all officers and 
employés. | 

Will Inspect Almshouses. 


The commissioners are required to visit all 
charitable and correctional institutions re- 
ceiving state aid, except the state peniten- 
tiaries, twice a year, and to makea thorough 
investigation as to the expenses and whether 
the objects of the institutions are being ac- 
complished, and whether the laws in relation 
to them are complied with. : 

There is a provision for the examination of 
city and county almshouses. The board isto 
have a secretary at $2,500 a year anda quali- 
fied dentist to do the dental work needed at 
the institutions. The comnfission, with the 
@pproval of the governor, fixes the salary of 
the “superintendent, classifying all other 
efficers into grades. -

RRBUKE FOR GEN. BRAGG 


WISCONSIN SUPREME COURT CRIT- 
ICISES HIS TACTICS. 


In Trying a Personal Injury Case He 
Made Allusions to tha Wealth of the 
Northwestern Railroad and Its Offi- 
cers, Which the Judges Say Would 
Unfit an Ordinary Jury for Doing 
Justice—Counsel Must Not Go Be- 
yond Certain Limits, 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The 
‘Wisconsin Supreme court, in an opinion 
handed down today, took occasion to rebuke 
Gen. Edward 8S. Bragg, the recently appoint- 
ed consul general to Hongkong, for his meth- 
ods in conducting a personal injury suit be- 
fore a lower court. 

The case was that of Henry Ruehling, who 
was given damages of $12,000 from the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad. . 


Bars All Prejudice. _ 
The criticism of the Supreme court judges 


‘was aimed at allusions made by Gen. Bragg 


to the jury regarding the officers of the 
road, its great wealth, to the number of 
others injured, and to the engineer of the 


road. The court said such expressions by 
counsel tend eto unfit an ordinary jury for 
doing justice. 


“It is with regret that we, in the discharge 
of our duties, are required to give even a 
few glimpses of the unhandsome features 
of the trial of this case,.’’ ran the decree. 
“It is to be regretted that counsel so dis- 
tinguished should have so indulged his per- 
sonal mastery of a situation as to lead so 
conscientious a judge as the one who pre- 
sided at this trial so far astray. It isto be 
regretted that counsel will do that under 
any circumstances. Counsel should never 
forget that they are the instruments pro-. 
vided by law for the administration of jus- 
tice—officers, as it weré, in the eye of the 
law, charged with a high degree of responsi- 
bility respecting the protection of the rights 
of their clients within the legitimate boun- 
daries of the controversy they are called 
upon to present for adjudication, and charged 
as well with a high degree of responsibility 
not to purposely or negligently go outside 
such boundaries. . 


. Imperil Their Interests. 


'“ Within that sphere they may, with all 


their learning, ability, and industry, present 
their clients’ claims, but they will step out- 
side thereof at the peril of sacrificing the 
interests they are in duty bound to safe- 
guard.”’

Clure, secretary of the exchange, Mr. Mc- 
Clure having been the, complainant against 
Mr. Weidenfeld. 

In this complaint and later in an interview 
Mr. Limbueger made some charges against 
the governing members of the exchange, 
hinting strongly that this action. was taken 
at the instance of a firm of bankers who were 
interested in the Northern Pacific merger. 
The charges against Mr. Weidenfeld arose 
out of his connection with the litigation con- 
ducted by George Alfred Lamb in the name 
of Peter Power against the Northern Pac'fic 
railway company to prevent the Northern Se- 
curities merger. Weidenfeld has been ac-~ 
cused of having been back of this litigation 
for purposes. of his own.

Shortly after 7 o’clock Mrs. Burns, who was 
at home with her five childre etected the 
odor of smoke, and found the’ ond story 
was. filled with it. 

Burns is a policeman and he had trained 
members of his family for such emergen- 
cles. So while her mother and brothers and 
sisters were throwing water on the fire up- 
stairs, the 13 year old daughter, Blanche, 
found a fire box key hanging inside a cup- 
board. She ran to the nearest fire. box 
and found the door too high for her. A cit- 
izen camé to her rescue and the alarm was 
. Before the arrival of the firemen the 
flames had. spread .to adjoining structures. 

Some delay was experienced in bringing 
a stream. of water to bear, and a call for 
extra engines was sent in. With their ar- 
rival the’ fire was soon. under control. 


Case Plow Works Scorched. 


Racine, Wis., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Fire 
threatened the entire plant of the J. I. Case 
plow works tonight and did cause a loss esti- 
mated at from $75,000 to $100,000, all covered 
by a blanket policy. Four of the main de- 
partments have been destroyed, together 
with a large stock of plow goods, and a large 
number of buildings have been ruined. The 
loss may prove much larger. The amount 
of loss will not be known for several days. 


PATRIOTIC PUPILS SUSPENDED. 


Members of High School Class That Re- 
_volted Because Washington Was 
Ignored Refused Admission. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Feb. 24.—[Special.J—An 
explosion of a kerosene oil lamp in one of the 
brick buildings at the Barnum & Bailey cir- 
cus winter quarters here this afternoon 
caused a $100,000 fire and threatened the en- 
tire circus‘ property with destruction. 

While the fire was at its height a cornice 
fell, carrying to the ground with it twelve 
firemen who were at work on the roof. The 
men were considerably bruised, but were hot 
otherwise injured. | 


Rescue Fourteen Elephents. 

Considerable excitement was occasioned 
during the removal of fourteen elephants 
which were quartered building adjoif- 
ing the car barns. It was necessary to take 
the elephants through a door facing the 
burning building and across the tracks be- 
tween rows of burning and smoking cars. 
In order to accomplish this safely the four 
keepers took one. animal out at a time until 
the entire herd was removed. The loud 
trumpeting of the elephants gave rise toa 
rumor that the animals had broken loose. 
This rumor rapidly spread around the city 
and occasioned much alarm. The other ani- 
mals, however, were at notime in danger. 


Lamp Explosion Starts Fire. 

It required the united efforts of the entire 
fire department to.check the flames. When 
the lamp exploded a lot of oil and painters’ 
supplies close by it were ignited and in short 
time one section of the building was en- 
veloped. The bullding was put up recently to 
replace the one burned two years ago. It 
was of brick and steel, 350 feet long and onewt 
fifty feet wide. 


Fire Cripples Street Car Lines. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 24.—The car sheds and 
Sixty-seventh street cars of the St. Louis 
and Suburban railway company at De Hodia- 

mont were destroyed by fire today, entailing 
a loss estimated at $200,000. The fire is said 
to have started from an electric wire. Fora 
time the four divisions of the street car sys- 
tem were disabled by severed wires and a 
shortage of cars. 

Female College Destroyed. 

Meridian. Miss., Feb. 24.—Fire at 5 o'clock 
this morning destroyed the main building 
and laundry of the Mississippi Female col- 
lege, the residence of Mrs. B. F. Ormond, and 
two dwelling houses. There were 200 girls 
in the building. all of whom escaped. Many 
Jost all but their night clothing.

Feb. 24.—The entire works 
of the Schultze plant of the American Bridge 
company, a part of the United States‘Steel 
corporation, at McKee’s Rocks, near here, 
were destroyed by fire early today, entailing 
a loss of about $200,000, The plant was com- 
posed of four buildings, the largest being 250 
feet long.

WORK ON ILLINOIS SCALE. 


Meeting at Springfield Makes 


Progress and Little Fric- 
tion Is in Evidence. 


Neéw York, Feb. his an- 
nual report to the stockholders, President 
Truesdale of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western railroad company discussed the 
coal strike, and among other things said: 

“Two-thirds of the members of the or- 
ganization which brought on this strike are 
workers in the bituminous coal mines of 
the country and its chief executive has ad- | 
mitted that he had been in an anthracite 
mine only once in his life. 

“ Certain circumstances attending the in- 
auguration of it and'much that has occurred 
during its continuance and since lead to the 
conclusion that it was incited by certain bi- 
tuminous interests which are in direct and 
active competition with the anthracite in- 
dustry. | 

“It is noteworthy and a matter of com- 
mon comment that the evidence produced 
before the commission failed to sustain a 
single claim or charge made by the leaders 
in support of their demands, the refusal of 
which brought on the strike.’’ j 


Telks of Reign of Terror. 


In one portion of his report to the stock- 
holders Mr. Truesdale says: ‘‘ The reckless, 
irresponsible element throughout the anthra- 
cite region inaugurated a reign of lawiess- 
ness and terror, accompanied with murder, 
assault, and outrage on individuals, in total 
disregard of rights of persons and property 
and without parallel in this country. ° 

Had ong-half of the authenticated cases 
of crime and outrage committed against per- 
sons and property during this strike in 
Pennsylvania been perpetrated on citizens 
of that or any other of these United States 
residing in a foreign country and likewise 
engaged in lawful, peaceful pursuits, and 
the government of such country had not 
taken immediate steps to stop the same and 
make prompt, full, and satisfactory repara- 
tion for the injuries done and the wrongs 
suffered, can any one possibly doubt that 
the entire army and navy of the United 
States would have been called into active 
service if necessary to protect these citizens 
and-enforce such reparation, even though 
war should result?” 

President Truesdale refers to the large ex- 
penditures necessary to maintain the effi- 
ciency of the road and adds: ‘“' Increased 
wages will have to be paid this year, fuel and 
all other supplies and materials used in large 
quantities by railway companies are higher 
in price than in many years, and the cost 
of all other items making up the expense of 
performing transportation service has been 
greatly enhanced by existing conditions, so 
that it is doubtful whether as favorable net 
results will be possible in the future as has 
been secured in the past.’’ 


: Part of Scale Agreed Upon. 

Springfield, IH., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—With 
the second, fifth, and ninth districts disposed 
of and the scale agreed upon for them, the 
joint session of the Ilinois operators and 
miners adjourned for the day. The other 
districts are where the battle will be fought.

Shot Firers’ Bill Causes Stir. | 

The shot firers’ bill, which created so much 
trouble in the Indiana legislature during 
the recent interstate conference of miners } 
and operators, appeared in the Illinois house | 
today and created something of a sensation 
among the operators. They will prepare to 
fight the bill, and may make it a condition 
to agreeing on any scale that the miners 
recall it. 

The bill was presented through McGuire 
of Randolph county at the request of some of 
the miners in that neighborhood. The state 
organization probably had nothing to do 
with it. The bill requires all operators to 
employ experts to fire the charges at the 
end of each day, after the miners have left 
their work. In mines where electricity is 
used to fire, the experts will not be neces- 
sary. The bill would add much expense to 
the operation of the mines. 


Pennsylvania Car Famine Worse. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—While 
the car situagion at the mines in the Pitts- 
burg district has not been good for several 
months, the conditions today are pronounced 
by coal operators to be the worst. Outside 
of the riyer mines and those along the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie and Monongahela divi- 
sion of the Pennsylvania railroad fully 70 
per cent are idle. 

Of the twenty-eight mines of the Pittsburg 
Coal company on the Panhandle road six- 
teen are shut down today and others have a 
fair supply of cars. Six of the largest mines 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad out of 
fifteen owned by the combine are idle. — 

This is said to be a good showing compared 
to the conditions at the mines of the inde- 
pendent producers. At one of the largest 
mines in the Panhandle field this morning 
only four cars were received, and these were 
quickly loaded with coal that had been mined 
yesterday. One large operator reports this 
morning that from twenty-six mines the total 
number of cars received was thirty-three, 
barely enough to keep one in full operation. 


VIOLENT ERUPTION OF COLIMA. 


Severe Earthquake Precedes the Out- 
break of the Volcano—Two | 
Cities in Danger. 


City of Mexico, Feb. 24.—At 5:15 
o’clock this afternoon the most violent erup- 
tion of Colima volcano which has been seen 
in years took place. At2:26 p. m. there was 
a severe earthquake shock at Tuxpan and 
a heavy pall of smoke hangs over the entire 
vicinity. Both Ciudad Cuzman and Tuxpan 
are near the volcano. 

The eruption last Saturday was violent 
and startling. Much alarm was felt by 
those in the vicinity. At first it was 
believed that the top of the mountain had 
been blown off. Stones of great size were 
ejected and flames shot high into the sky. 
When the first alarm was over, there began 
to fall showers of ashes, and finely pulver- 
ized rock. This alarmed the inhabitants 
of the district, who feared being buried un- 
der the débris.

OF REALTY BOARD COM- 
MITTEE SECURE PROXIES. 


Hold a Meeting to Map Out Plans for 
‘the Springfield Campaign and in 
the” Meanwhile President Keith of 
' the Chicago Title and Trust Com- 
pany Issues a Statement in Which 
He Endeavors to Jastify Existing 
Conditions—Lawyer Gives Views. 


The fight grew warm yesterday between 
the Torrens committee of the real estate 
board and the Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany over the proposed : amendment to the 
Torrens law compelling the registering of 
titles of estates passing through probate. | 

The committee held a meeting for the pur- 
pose of furthering its plan of campaign, and 

a. public statement was given out by Presi- 
ame Elbridge G. Keith of the trust company 
in reply to the company’s critics. 

The Torrens.committee, to. prevent the op- 
position members of the.board from .con- 
trolling any of its meetings, is seeking to 
secure: proxies. of memhers who might not be 
able to attend the meetings, and it is said by 
William A. Bond,.chairman of, the commit-. 
tee, that enough of the proxies have been - 
securéd to prevent any adverse action on 
the part of the board. | 


‘Wiews.of.a Lawyer... 

» Many letters.were recoived by the ‘ment 
tee approving the action. A prominent 
lawyer, having much to do with real estate, 
wrote in part: 

"**] favor the passage of suck legislation 
as will curtail the operations of this monopoly 
of the abstract company. It is constantly 
slandering evidence of title made by the 
county recorder and the certificates made 
by the Torrens office. 

“The law makes the record of the courts 
and the recorder’s office an absolute verity 
which can only be attacked for mistake ina 
court of. record. The abstract company 
has no such backing. The guaranty policies 
are no better than a responsible attorney’ Ss 
opinion of title.”’ 


President Keith’s Position. 

After stating that the present rates of 
the trust company are not more than they 
were for-a period of years in which there 
was constant competition, and that the sub- 
sequent reduction entailed the loss of much 
money to the companies, President Keith 
says he cannot understand why the divi- 
dend of 8% per cent declared by the com- 
pany for last year was a large profit. 

Most financial, commercial, and industrial 
institutions, he declares, did much better 
than this. 

* But conceding,” he says, that a por- 
tion of our capital consists of overvalued 
abstract’ books, we will assume that this 
value instead of being $2,250,000 is not more 
than $750,000. In a recent speech by one 
of the promoters of the Torrens law it was 
claimed that this sum was the value of the 
abstract books of the county. If these 
books are :.worth $750,000 it must be con- 
ceded that ours are certainly worth as much, 
and, reducing our assets by $1,500,000, we 
have only a profit of less than 12 per cent 
upon tangible assets. consisting of real es- 
tate mortgages, stock, cash, etc.” 


Some Abstracts Too Expensive. 

Mr. Keith admits that some abstracts cost 
too much. 

Individual cases y seem grieyous,’’ he 
says, '“ but a long chain of titles is intricate 
and. costs time, labor, and skill, which in this 
wpris /must always be and paid 
for. 


Og ‘Keith also expressed the opinion that 
the recent slump fn the price of the stock of 
the company was due to.an apprehension 
that its business was likely to suffer from the 
proposed broadening operations of the Tor- 
rene law. 

Mr. Bond and other members of the com- 
mittee contend that the trust company made 
a mistake in its present plan of campaign, 
and express belief that the proposed amend- 
ment will become a law. 


TEAMSTER COVERT HELD 7 
CHARGE OF MURDER. 


Man Who Struck Samuel Gates, Gansing 
“Death, Mu#t Appear Before Grand 


-Jury for Investigation. . 


Abraham H. Crinnt: identified by freight 
handlers at the Chicago, Milwaukee and 8t. 
Paul rallroad depot as the’man who on Feb. 
12 fatally injured Samuel Gates, was held 
to the grand -jury: by a coroner's jury in the 
West Lake street police station yesterday. 
The jury in its verdict said that Gates came 
to his death from fractures of the skull due 
toa fallona floor caused by a blow struck by 
Covert. 

“The. police: station. was crowded when the 
inquest began. Mrs. Matilda Gates, widow of 
the commission merchant; was in the room, 
supported by her daughters, Miss Bertha 
Gates and Miss.Albertine Gates. The latter 
a member of a theatrical company, was sum- 
moned home from New York when her father 
died. 

William W. Bell and Thomas Gleason, 
truck men in the freight depot, told the story 


of the assault. Each told of hearing a quar- | 


rel outside the depot and soon after this, 
they said, Gates, followed by Covert, en- 
tered the building. Covert said to Gates, ac- 
cording to these -men, “* You can’t do any of 
your dirty work down here.” 

In reply Gates is alleged to have said: 

‘““Go away, I don't know you and don’t 
want anything to, do with you.” 

Covert, who at this time is said to have’been 
standing in‘ front of Gates, struck the latter 
and Gates. fell backward, his head striking 
the storie floor: When Bell and Gleason 
reached him he was unconscious. According 
to the coroner’ s physician the skull was frac- 
tured. .- 

After Bell. an and Gleason, Lawrence White, 
Michael’ Baelaski, Charlies Lemboke, and 
John Kennedy, all employed at the freight- 
house, were’ examined. They corroborated 
what Bell and Gleason had said, but with the 
exception of ‘Bell’ and azarae none could 


identify Covert.

Accusers of ala. Hatt Unable Produce

which Choromokos told. 

Choromokos, who for many years con- 
ducted a fruit stand at the north approach of 
the Wells street bridge, was the only wit- 
ness heard in the Hart investigation during 
the day., His charge, in- brief, was that 
after James McCann, a former alderman, 
had been given a lease to his stand Ald. Hart 
offered to sell Choromokos the lease for a 
bonus of $1,000, which he later reduced to 
$500. Without: making the. alderman an 
offer, Choromokos laid the matter before 
Mayor Harrison in a letter, and the latter 
at once canceled the lease. 

“There was no bribery shown by Choro- 
mokos’ story,” said a member of the grand 
jury. ‘‘ No negotiations for the sale of' the 
lease were opened until after it had been 
legally obtained. While it may be question- 
able policy to have aldermen speculating jn 
leases obtained from. sear city, it is not an 
indictable offense.”’ 

rrior to the order which went out last 
summer to remove all fruit stands from the 
streets, Choromokos had for seventeen years 
conducted the stand in Wells street. After 
the order removing these stands was en- 
forced McCann secured a lease of this stand 
for $600 a year. 


DEATH OF E. ELLERY ANDERSON. | 


Well Known Lawyer and Political tiga 
er Dies of Heart Disease at 


New York, Feb. 24.—[Special. El- 
lery Anderson, senior member of the Jew firm 
of Anderson, Pendleton & Anderson, died 
suddenly of heart disease early this morning. 
at his home, 11 West Thirty-eighth street; 

Mr. Anderson went to a matinée with bis: 
eldest.son on Monday afternoon and ‘spent’ 
the evening with his family. About 5:30 this 
morning Mrs. Anderson heard him gall for 
assistance. He was almost unconscious when 
she reached his bedside, and he died in afew 
minutes. 

Mr. Anderson was born in. this city in 1833, 
graduated at Harvard, and spent five years 
in travel in Europe, Asia, and Africa. On 
his return to this country he went through 
the Harvard law school and was admitted 
to the bar in 1854. When the civil war broke 


out he went out with the Twelfth New York 


and rose tothe rank of major... 

After the war he formed the law firm of 
Anderson & Man, which was dissolved in 
1890. In 1887 President Cleveland appointed 
him one of the commissioners to investigate 
the affairs of the Union and Central Pacific 
railroad companies, 

In 1893, in President Cleveland’s secortd 
term, he appointed Mr. Anderson govern- 
ment director of the Union Pacific, -and a 
year later Mr. Anderson was made one of the 

receivers. 

He was one of the organizers of the County 
Democracy, and as president of the Reform 
club he led the anti-snap convention move- 
ment in 1892.. He also invited Charles F. 
Crisp, then speaker of the house, to the dn- 
nual dinner of the club, but did not call on 
him for a speech, although Mr.:Crisp had 
prepared one in advance, which was printed 
all over the country as having been delivered. 
Mr. Anderson objected-to Mr. Crisp's atti- 
tude on the silver He 
McKinley in 1806. |

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SENATOR HOAR’S WISE SAYINGS. 
The Union league Washington celebra- 
tion and banquet speeches by Senator Hoar 

are worthy of careful reading and thought- 
ful study, as are most of this veteran states- 
man’s utterances. They combine the con- 
vincing qualities ofthe original thinker 
with tlt rhetorical graces of the finished 
- gcholar. Robert Ingersoll, once speaking 
in the same auditorium, satirically said 
-that the popular remembrance of Washing- 
ton had dwindled down to a steel engrav- 
ing. Most twentieth century orators, dis- 
coursing of the Father of his Country, have 
uttered only “ glittering generalities” or 
repeated commonplaces. Senator Hoar's 
tribute was not only thoughtful, eloquent, 
and dignified, but it was solid, practical, and 
original. It was a renaissance of Washing- 
ton sentiment and of Washington, the man. 

From this point of view, therefore, Sen- 
ator Hoar's speech may be read with profit. 
The thoughtful reader will be delighted 
with the striking aphorisms, born of long 
experience and observation, which crowd it. 
“The difference between the generations of 
any country with a history is commonly not 
one of principle but of emphasis.!’ “ False-. 
hood is the very essence of cowardice. The 

man who lies, lies because he does not dare 
to stand by his action or his thought.” 
“There isino intellectual dullness like the 
intellectua! dullness which comes from the 
contentment of an absolute self-satisfac- 
tion.” Today is better than yesterday, 
and tomorrow will be better than today.” 
“Justice, veracity, unselfishness, charactor 
lie at the foundation of all national and al! 
Individual greatness.” “‘To the larger and 
purer vision there. is no such thing as for- 
tune.” “ The product of the eternities will 
be secure. The cosmic results will be the 
same whatever the daily event may be.” 
Wise words, all of these, which deserve to 
be placed upon the walls of every council 
chamber and every public schoolroom in 
the country. 

Senator Hoar’s address at the banquet in 
the evening was more concise and conucen- 
trated because it was directed to a given 
subject, the negro problem, which did not 
admit of much discursiveness. His differ- 
ence of opinion with Secretary Root as to 
the progress made toward the solution of the 
negro problem was friendly and not of so 
much consequence as his personal view cf 
the relations of the south to the negro, bis 
glowing tribute to the virtues of the south- 

ern people, and his appeal for a better feel- 
ing between north and south. It should 
please the southerners ‘and will not lose the 
senator any friends among the colored peo- 
ple, for, “while any negro who is a gentleman 
would be weicome at my tableand as a guest 
at my house any time, I will not attempt to 
thrust my judgment on this matter upon 
men who have been differently educated.” 
Im a sense, although Senator Hoar made no 
reference to Booker Washington in this con- 
nection, he made the same appeal as the 
Tuskegee educator to north and south to 
approach the solution of this problem with 
calmness and dignity and without passion. 
It is a warning to hasty persons in the north 
not “to undertake to deal rashly or even to 
judge hastily of a feeling so deeply im- 
planted in their fellow citizens’ bosoms.” 
It is the wise counsel of an incorruptible 
statesman far removed from all partisan in- 
fluences. 


FOUL WATER AND TYPHOID. 

Lake Michigan is dirty enough, the in- 
tercepting sewer is theoretical enough, and 
the number of typhoid patients in Chicago 
is monstrous enough, but our misfortunes 
seem to be mercies compared with those 
which are being endured by the people of 
Ithaca and the students of Cornell univer- 
sity. Most of the water consumed in Ithaca 
is supplied by the Ithaca Water company. 
There is a great outcry against this com- 
pany. First, the sources of the streams 
from which the company gets its water 
have been discovered, according to the Buf- 
falo Express, to be situated in barnyards. 
When you turn on a faucet in Ithaca, there- 
fore, you are provided with the product, 
mot of rock sided, moss fringed fountain 
heads, but of unfiltered, unspeakable, barn- 
yard drains. Second, when the water com- 
pany was building a dam last fall it al- 
lowed a large group of Hungarian laborers 
to camp on the banks of one of its water 
supply creeks. These laborers are said to 
have lived in an undisinfected and unanti- 
septic way. The people of Ithaca feel, 
therefore, that it was criminally careless 
of the water company to allow such laborers 
to maintain a camp in such close proximity 
to a source’of water destined to general use. 
The barnyards and the Hungarians togeth- 
ér seem to the people of Ithaca to be re- 
‘sponsible—that is, immediately responsible 
+-for the typhold epidemic which has 
caused many deaths and which is obliging 

citizens and students to leave town. 
~ Immediate responsibility, however, is not 
ultimate responsibility, and when they are 
trying to decide where to fix ultimate re- 
sponsibility the people of Ithaca can fall 
back. on the Ithaca Water company and 
the Ithaca board of health. They think 
that the board of health ought to have jn- 
spected the water company, and that the 
water company ought to have inspected the 
water. 
met go beyond the limits of sweet reason-. 


ableness. When typhoid fever was re- 
garded as an act of God, baring his red 
right arm to plague his creatures, the peo- 
ple of Ithaca might have accepted their 
chastisement as a trial of faith and a means 
of grace. In an age of causation, however, 
the connection between typhoid fever and 
bad water is only too apparent, and when 
a company provides a town with bad water 
it can hardly claim that it was merely the 
instrument of the divine will. Cornell uni- 
versity was wise, therefore, in issuing a 
statement to the effect that it owns no stock 
in the water company. People who have 
relatives in the university will be glad to 
learn also that the university has a water 
supply of its own, and that if the students 
will confine themselves for the future to 
the university water they will be in no dan- 
ger. The water company, however, is still 
selling damaged water, and the Ithacans 
hope, as do all other people, that its respon- 
sibility for the typhoid epidemic will not 
be overlooked by the city authorities. 


PUBLIC SPIRIT IN CHICAGO. 

Among the stock phrases of the orator 
away from home is one to the effect that 
the great city whose progressive and public 
spirited citizens he.addresses has a grand 
destiny awaiting it. Senator Hoar is not 
given to the use of cheap commonplaces. 
When he says Chicago is, “ beyond all other 
communities, the city of the future,” he pre- 
dicts because he believes, and not because 
he wishes to please. The senator does not 
seek to tickle the ears of his hosts with 
empty compliments when he says: 

Chicago is foremost among American cities, fore- 
most, so far as I know, among the cities of the 
world in the great virtue of public spirit. If we 
can judge by the report of her, the citizen of Chi- 
cago seems to feel, to a degree not found else- 
where, that her honor is his honor, that her pros- 


perity is his prosperity, and that all he is and has 
ie at her service. It is of this temper that civic 


greatness is born. 
How modest Chicagoans are. They are 


not heard claiming that their city is “ fore- 
most in the great virtue of public spirit.” 
They do not brag of the possession of a 
multitude of public spirited citizens who put 
all they are and all they have at the serv- 
ice of the city. Chicagoans usually talk in 
quite a different strain. They are distressed 
because there are so- few public spirited 
citizens in so large a city. They look back 
regretfully to the time when there were 
many men who always thought of the city 
first. ‘They are disheartened by the spec- 
tacle of men making fortunes out of the 
prosperity of Chicago, and then leaving it 


‘to enjoy their fortunes elsewhere, turning 


their backs on a city whose smoke and 
dust they say they cannot endure—men who 
are greatly indebted to Chicago, but who 
pay their debt neither while they are living 
nor when they die. 

There is something even more to be de- 
plored. Little is done to encourage men 
to put what they have at the service of the 
city. At this moment one of its few pub- 
lic spirited citizens is pressing upon it a 
princely gift which London or Paris would 
be delighted to gét, and another citizen 


there another city where public spirit is 
thus discouraged? : 

“Praise undeserved is scandal in dis- 
guise.” -Senator Hoar’s remarks may make 
Chicagoans feel that they must live up to 
their undeserved reputation for public 
spirit. With or without that spirit the 
city will grow, as the country does, but 
without that spirit it cannot hope to be the 
reigning city of the future. 


" EXTEND THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 

Probably a vote will be taken in the state 
senate today on the bill so amending the 
Torrens law as to require executors and 
administrators to apply for registration to 
the title to all lands belonging to their re- 
spective estates. The senate should pass 
the bil? and the house should follow its ex- 
ample. Then the general assembly will have 
at least one good measure to its credit. 

The reasons for the passage of the bill, 
which applies to Cook county alone, naye 
been clearly stated by the Torrens commit- 
tee of the real estate board and have been 
approved of by the board itself. The bene- 
fits and advantages of the Torrens system. 
to land owners, persons dealing with land, 
and the public generally are so marked and 
decisive that it is desirable that land be 
brought under the act whenever it can be 
most conveniently done. There can be no 
better time than the two years’ period in 
which estates are administered in the Pro- 
bate court. During that statutory period 
land titles are inactive and are infrequently 
dealt with. When during that period land 
is sold at administrator’s sale to pay the 
debts of the estate it rarely brings a full 
price because of the uncertainty of the 
title. Sometimes it brings only half its 
fair value, and widows and orphans suffer. 
If the land were registered under the Tor- 
rens law before being sold it would bring 
a.fair price and the heirs would be the 
gainers. | 

It will be remembered that there was 
violent opposition to the Torrens law when 
it was passed. There is equally violent 
opposition to the amendment, the effect of 
which will be the registration in about a 
quarter of a century of all the land in the 
county not owned by corporations. They 
have neither executors nor administrators. 
The arguments against the measure are 
not entitled to serious consideration, They 
are not the arguments of unbiased and im- 
partial critics, and the legislature should 
not permit itself to be influenced by them. 

The Torrens system has'‘been in force 
here long enough to prove its merits. It 
has made its way slowly in the teeth of 
quiet but indefatigable hostility. It has 
proved that it is the system which will best 
serve the public good. The general assem- 
bly will confer a substantial benefit upon 
Cook county by amending the Torrens law 
in the manner proposed. Property regis- 
tered under the law can be transferred with 
ease without delay and at trifling cost. 
These are advantages which are worth 
having. If a decedent has not registered 
his realty under the Torrens law let his 
executor or administrator do it and his heirs 
will be duly grateful. 


‘THE LOTTERY DECISION. 

The Supreme court has decided, by a ma- 
jority of one, that a lottery ticket is an 
article of commerce, and that the power of 
congress to regulate interstate commerce 
extends so far as to enable it to prohibit the 
transportation of such tickets from one state 
to another. Lottery matter cam be sent 
neither through the mails, nor by express, 
nor as freight.. The lottery men. must find 
some other way of forwarding their goods 
to keep in business. 

It does not follow from the decision that 
the Supreme court will hold that congress 
ean prohibit the transportation of trust made 
goods from one state to another, Judge 
Harlan, speaking for the majority of the 
court, takes pains to explain that “the 
present case does not require the court to 
declare the full extent of the power that 
congress may exercise in the reculation of 
commerce among the states.”” That power,

he says, though plenary, “ is not arbitrary,

and is subject to the limitations and re 
strictions of the constitution.” 
The traffic in lottery tickets is harmful to 


infectious diseases, whose transportation 
congress has forbidden, manifestly is 
fraught with many dangers. It is not diffi- 
cult to see why the Supremecourt can per- 
ceive nothing arbitrary in the prohibition of 
interstate commerce in such articles. The 
court may not be prepared to go so far as 
to say that interstate commerce in articles 
which are harmless, and which, indeed, the 
people cannot get along without, can be pro- 
hibited by congress because they are made 
by a manufacturing combination which was 
conducting its business in an unlawful man- 
ner.

ORD CURZON has just established a 
new claim upon the good will of his 


inducing the Maharajah Holkar of 

Indore, ruler of one of the largest and 
most important of the feudatory states of 
the Indian empire, to voluntarily abdicate 
in favor of his son, Tukoji Rao, a young 
prince 12 years old. 

England has removed quite a large num- 
ber of Indian rulers who have been guilty 
of disloyalty 6r who have declined to com- 
ply with the recommendations of the British 
resident agent at their court. The last In- 
dian king to be deposed in this fashion was, 
unless I am much mistaken, the maharajah 


of Cashmere, who reduced himself to a 


state of absolute insanity by means of drink, 
a taste for which was imparted to him by 
the late duke of Marlborough during the 
course’ of a visit which, while still marquis 
of ‘Blanford, he paid to the court of Cash- 
mere, and the memory of which still sends 
shivers down the back of the older genera- 
tions of Anglo-Indian officials. 

Prior to that the gaekwar of Baroda was 
deposed for having endeavored to poison 
Gen. Sir Robert Phayre, the British resident 
at his court, by means of powdered glass, 
It may be remembered that he engaged the 
services of the famous London lawyer, the 
late Serjeant Ballantine, at an enormous. 
fee to champion his cause in the Indian 
courts. 

King Thebaw of Burmah likewise was de- 
prived of his throne and of his liberty dur- 
ing the viceroyalty of Lord Dufferin, and 
the late Maharajah Dhuleep Singh, whose 
son has just been bankrupted in London, 
and who was so long a familiar figure at 
the court of St. James and in English so- 
ciety, had been, while still quite a young 
man, deposed from.the throne of Punjab. 

The Maharajah Holkar of Indore is, how- 
ever, the first of the great vassal rulers of 
India to abdicate of his own accord, in a 
dignified manner, in solemn durbar, thereby 
relieving Lord Curzon of the necessity of 
deposing him, a necessity which had been 
under consideration for a considerable time 
past, but which the English 
had been most reluctant to undertake, owin 
to the fact that Holkar, as a representative 
of the former Marrhatta dynasty, which at 
one moment had all India subject to its rule, 
enjoys an immense prestige among the na- 
tive population, which would have been dis- 
turbed and perhaps resentful over such 
drastic action on the part of the viceroy. 

Holkar for many years has been a source 
of great trouble and difficulty to the British 
government, although he may be said to 
have been indebted to Great Britain for his 
position on the throne, since at the moment 
when the succession was in doubt England 
decided in his favor and placed him, at the 
age of 10, in the possession of the crown of 
Indore. 

At the time of the first of Queen Victoria's 
jubilees, in 1887, Holkar came to England 
with an immense train, but resented keenly 
being treated as a mere vassal instead of on 
the same footing as the kings of Belgium, of 
Saxony, and the other European royal per- 
sonages, quarreled with the British digni- 
taries, manifested the utmost discourtesy 
to the queen herself and to the members of 
her family, and made himself most offensive 


jn every way. 


The climax came at a state banquet at 
Buckingham palace given by the queen. 
Finding that he was not accorded the posi- 
tion at the royal table to which he considered 
himself entitled, he angrily strode out of the 
banquet, hall, left the palace, and started. 
early oft the following morning for Paris 
without taking leave of the queen or of any 
of the British and foreign princes in London. 
After sulking for a time on the banks of the 
Seine he returned’ to India, and ever after- 
wards harbored a grudge against the British 
court and the British government. 


He visited Europe several times subse- 
quently, but pointedly kept away from Eng- 
land, while his court at Indore became a 
center of both native and foreign intrigue 
against England, especially during the re- 
cent troubles in south Africa, so much so 
that his deposition was decided upon, espe- 
cially when he announced his intention of 
declining to obey the decree issued by Lord 
Curzon, aimed chiefly if not wholly at him- 
self, which prohibits Indian princes from 
leaving their dominions to visit Europe with- 
out having previously obtained the sanction 
of the British crown in the person of the 


viceroy at Calcutta. 
It is only fair to Holkar to add that there 


ily, and it is possible that some of his most

rule have been due to an unbalanced mind. 
This is at any rate the charitable view 
which the English take of the matter. 

With a view of refraining from embarrass- 
ing his successor in any way the ex-maha-

minority of his son and successor the govern- 

ment of the state will be administered by the 

native ministers of Indore, jointly with the 

British resident, Maj. Younghusband. 

There is so much misconception with regard 
to the uniforms adopted by the United 
States ambassador at Berlin and certain of 
his colleagues accredited to continental gov- 
ernments, that it may be just as well tostate 
that the uniforms in question are not of their 
own devising, but are prescribed by a United 
States law enacted in 1849 and never re- 
pealed. This law prescribes the following 
uniform for the members of its diplomatic 
service: ‘“‘A biue cloth dress coat, single 
breasted, with standing collar, having the 
front, from the collar to the extremity of the 
tails, as well as the collar, cuffs, and pocket 
flaps embroidered in gold not more than two 
inches wide, representing a vine of olive 
leaves.’’ 

The buttons, according to the law, are the 
ordinary United States naval buttons. The 
nether garments are to consist of blue cloth 
with broad gold stripes, or else white knee 
breeches, with white silk stockings and gold 
shoe buckles. The cocked hat has a gold 
loop, gold tassels, a black cockade having a 
gold eagle in the center, and in the case of 
envoys has a trimimng of white ostrich 
feathers similar to those of foreign ambas- 
sadors, while the chapeaux of the secretaries 
are trimmed with black ostrich feathers. 

Any objections to the wearing of uniforms 
which may be raised in this country by peo- 
ple who are not acquainted with the require- 
ments of official life abroad, should be met 
by the state department authorities with the 
explanation that diplomats accredited to a 
foreign court are considered to form a part 
thereof, and are subject to its rules and 
obligations as long as these can be complied 
with without loss of dignity or prestige. 

Thus foreign ambassadors at the courts 
of Berlin, Vienna, St. James, and St. Peters- 
burg, etc., are expected to array themselves 
in mourning, and their servants as well, 
whenever the monarch to whom they are ac- 
credited prescribes court mourning. It is, 
therefore, perfectly natural that if the kaiser | 
or any other European ruler establishes a 
rule of his court that no one can attend state 
functions unless arrayed in some sort of 
uniform or court dress, the foreign diplomats 
forming part of ‘his court should comply with 
this wish on his part. 

Courtesy and the ethics of international 
intercourse require this, and besides it isnot 
the livery of any foreign sovereign that the 
American diplomatic representatives are 
wearing in this instance, but that of Uncle 
Sam, and it can no more be considered as 
foreign flunkyism than the uniforms of the

of Persons Living Only 
on Charity. 


LITTLE HOPE IN SIGHT. 


Miles of Snow to Be Traversed to 
Get Supplies from Relief Sta- 
tion on Railway.

JUKKASJARVI, Sweden, Jan. 30.—With- 
in the stunted huts forming the village of 
Jukkasjarvi 286 human beings, every soul in 
the small settlement, are depending on the 
|relief supplies of charity to ward off starva- 
tion from the famine racking the Swedish 

northland. 

The most fortunate family in the village 
has not enough barley meal to last a week, 
even if its use is restricted to the scantiest 
of quantity. There are fourteen cows left 
elive, these animals being reduced to the 
starvation stage of existence and the yield 
of milk being small. The horses can be num- 
bered on the fingers, and nearly all are in 
such condition that they are barely able 
creep over the reaches of snow and < 
frozen lakes and rivers to the nearest haven 
of hope—the mining town of Kurina, on the 
broken railway line, which has been made a 
small supply depot by the gevernment and 
the relief committees. 

This is the situation in this northland vil- 
lage, which, compared to the straggling set- 
tlements isolated in the snows miles away to 
the north and east, lies practically adjacent 
to a railway town, for it is but eleven miles 
of hardship through dense woods and up the 
trackless, snow rutted surface of the Tornea 
river to the lights of Kurina. . 


Ghost of Famine Ever Present. 


Jukkasjirvi has the ghost of the famine 
ever before it, even if wasted faces and 
frightened eyes did not tell of the suffering 
within its own enowed in environs. All: 
night fires are kept going in the starving 


-homes and lights are burning in the cur- 


tained windows that partial comfort may be 
extended to the drivers of the lines of jan- 
gliing sleighs constantly coming through 
from the interior, with their hopes centered 
on the small food supply at Kurina station. 

Night and day reindeer caravans jog 
through from Svappavaara, from Vittangi- 
jarvi, far to the north, from Lannavaara 
township, miles to the east, and even from 
Ragisvaara, forty-two miles up in the snow 
and ice to the northward. Drivers get a 
few moments’ warmth, no food, and then 
the caravan belis jingle onward to the min- 
ing town in the desperate effort to get the 
means to prevent starvation in the huts at 
home. 

Here in Jukkasjirvi hunger has compelled 
scores of the people to cast aside pride, and 
the relay inn, where we stopped trying to get 
a change of horses, soon became the rendez- 
vous of a crowd of begging sufferers. They 
wanted food, money, anything. They pressed 

into the room, pleading for a few crowns to 

buy clothes. How they would send for 
clothes they did not know, but they might be 
able to walk to Kurina and buy there. 


Disease Brought by Hunger. 
In.a mixed diklect of Swedish and the-Lap-

too plainly in‘the wasted, hopeless 
Women who had. been trying for days 
and weeks to keep families of small children 
of anything, from moss to barley scales, or 
ground pine bark mixed with a smattering of 
barley meal, came in with woolen knitting, 
With rugs woven tediously out of rags, with 
anything their homes held, seeking to make 
Sales for a few crowns. 

We visited a few of the huts, though arc- 
tic darkness had settled down, the throng 
following us. One cabin sheliered the Han- 
tteni family. The sole food for many days 
had consisted of soured skimmed milk and 
the black, thin bread which has the appear- 
ance of having been pressed out of street 
sweepings. The father, with two other neigh- 
bors, was starting in the morning to take a 
handsled through to Kurina village to drag 
back a few bushels of meal. Hut after hut 
was the same. Yet the people readily admit- 
ted that they were more fortunate in being 
near the railway town than the hundreds 
buried in the woods and villages farther in- 
land toward the Finnish border. Their chief 
fear arose from the lack of horses to haul sup- 
plies, and some complaint was uttered be- 
cause relief foods had not been forwarded 
as rapidly as might have been. 

Schoolteacher Henriksson explained the 
situation to us, being practically the only one 
in the village who spoke pure Swedish, which 
could be understood by Interpreter Lindquest 
of Lulea. 


Must Depend Upon Charity. 
“Every soul in the village starves,’’ said 
he, bluntly, *‘ unless steady and generous aid 
is giventhem. They must have aid, too, until 
hear July. A small crop is grown here, asin: 
the remainder of the northiand. But thereis 
nothing to put in the ground, the pecple hav- 
ing eaten all their seed grain and potatoes. 
In this parish I believe that not less than 
160,000 bushels of grain (he gave his figures 
in kilograms) will be needed for harvest seed 
alone. If this is not provided by charity 
there cam be no attempt at a crop next year, 
and then arises the danger cf the famine’s 
continuance for another twelvemonth. 
“We are trying to help ourselves. Those 
who are able are aicing in cuttinga new way 


_through the woods which wi!! shorten a little 


the road to Kurina and the railway plat- 
form. At present for the 286 people in this 
Village there are less than 2,000 pounds of 
food all told, including fodder for the few 
Sattle and horses. Within a few days we. 
Dian to make a large foot pilgrimage to Kuri- 
Ba in the hope of getting supplies for at least 
Rweek. It can be depended upon that the 
People will do their utmost to fight off the 
famine, but the relief must at least be placed 
at Kurina. . The quantity of supplies left 
there must be increased, too, and that at 
once.’’ 

We had arrived at Jukkasjirvi after a des- 
perate trip over the tracklcess snow reaches 
@nd mountaincus way which must be fol- 
lowed by the starving people of Karesuando 
Parish, the most northerly in all Sweden, and 
lying 140 miles beyond the polar circle, if 
they are to secure réiief. 


Night in a Laplander’s Tent. 

Overtaken by a sweeping, driving storm of 
snow, our Lapp guide had determined that 
the night must be spent in the woods. The 
reindeer were stopped of their steady, auto- 
matic, machinelike trot, and the pulkas, or 
sleds of wood shaped like canoes, were 
turned upside down to afford a bit of shelter. 
Our guide, however, put on skis and started 
off through the forest of white, returning an 
hour later with the information that he had 
found a camp of roving Lapps and had ar- 
Tanged for us to spend the night there. 

On we went and joined the dwellers in their 
dirty tent, a shelter constructed like the 
tepee of the Indian, its walls being formed 
of any kind of an article that would serve 
the purpose—dirty, castoff strips of rag car- 
pet, woven rugs of rags that had ended serv- 
ige in settlers’ cabins, reindeer hides, any- 
thing that could be thonged to the wooden 
framework. of sticks and branches. 

About the base piles of reindeer skins, 
Weighted with branches of pine and birch, 
kept the cold from creeping under the tepee, 
though the snow sifted down through the 
Great hole formed at the apex and into the 
fire of pine logs blazing in the center. About 
this fire sat the family circle, children and a 
half dozen barking dogs claiming one side. 
The Lapp host, garbed in reindeer skin, ex- 
Plained, after two interpretations by our 
Guide and by Mr. Lindquest, that the howling 
Of the dogs indicated no. lack of hospitality,

An Artist Pictures and Describes the | , | 
RICHES IS IMMORAL. 


Nile Country. 

R. Talbot Kelly, the noted English painter 
of Egyptian scenes, has written and illus- | 
trated a handsome book on.‘‘ Egypt "’ which 
the Macmillan company has imported into. 
this country. It is‘uniform with “‘ Japan’ 
and “The Holy Land” in the same series. 
Mr. Kelly resided in Egypt for many years 
and he is not only a faithful interpreter of | 
Egypt and the Egyptians with his brush, 
but he has an intense sympathy for the 
people, and he possesses vast stores cf in- 
formation concerning them. One cannot help 
wishing that tourists might visit the Nile 
country in the company of so intelligent and 
sympathetic a guide. 

“Putting aside all questions of scientific 
research,”’ says Mr. Kelly, ** it is not easy to 
determine wherein lies the power of attrac- 
tion which Egypt undoubtedly possesses. 
Analyze the country and you will find Httle 
inherent beauty greatly to distinguish it 
from others. . . A narrow strip of allu- 
vial mud closely hemmed in by high deserts 
constitutes the land, through which, placid- 
ly and uneventfully, flows a chocolate col- 
ored stream. On a gray day how dull and 
depressing it all is! but glorified by its won- 
derful sunlight, Egypt sparkles with color, 
while the opacity of its muddy river serves 
more perfectly to repeat the colored beauty 
it reflects.”’ 

He then goes on to show that one source 
of charm is the element of surprise. People 
who go there with preconceived notions find 
something quite different. ‘‘ Egypt is not

“Marriage for money is immoral.” A 
deathlike silence followed this declaration, 
made almost in a whisper, by M. M. Man- 
gasarian at yesterday's meeting of the Chi- 
cago South Side club. Mr: Mangasarian had 
condoned the morganatic marriage of George 
Eliot and George Henry Lewes, declaring 

89 the root of.all evil is found in the inten- 

on, 

“When it is the intent to love, honor, and 
cherish a woman as a Wie,” the speaker con- 
tinued, ‘ethics is satisfied and morality has 
no complaint to make, even though the re- 
ligious and civil marriage laws have been 
ignored, But if a man marries a woman for 
her money, or if a woman marries a man for 
his money, that marriage igs immoral. 

“The marriage of Eliot and Lewes was 
moral. They lived together for twenty-four 
years. For that long period he was a splen- 
did husband, devoted and kind, and she was 
an ideal wife.” 

‘George Eliot and Lewes. 

Mr. Mangasarian explained the circum- 
stances that led to the union. He told how 
the first wife of Lewes had deserted him to 
marry another. That he had forgiven her 
and taken her back to him only to endure the 
pain of .a second flight. ) 

‘Then George Eliot fell in.love with him,” 
he said. ‘‘The divorce laws were not the 
convenience then that they are now; the 
courts held that Lewes could not marry 
Eliot because he had taken his other wife 
back to him after she had forsaken him. So 
they threw formality aside.’’ 

The lecturer declared the three principles 
involved in marriage to be religious, legal, 
and moral. ‘‘ Some think marriage is a re- 
ligious institution,’’ he said; ‘‘ that it is a 
divine institution which can be performed 
only by a priest, a representative of the 
divinity. But if this is true, then many of 
the women of today who have been married 
by justices and judges are not married. The 
second principle is involved in the legal insti- 
tution of matrimony—the legal contract en- 
tered into between man and wife. But if 
man and woman do not comply with the re- 


accepted as oriental. It is pecullar cnd in- 
dividual. Sand and rocks abound, but in 
place of the brazen sky convention demands, 
its vault is azure, sparkling, clear.’”’

Travel and ill advised gratuities are spoil- 
ing Egypt. Mr. Kelly says that the rall- 
ways have brought the cities within a few 
hours of each other, and comparatively few 
make the old trips which have such a charm. 
Huge hotels attract the gayest people of the 
world, and “* dinners and dances on the decks 
of electrically lighted steamers have sup- 
planted the quiet enjoyment of the moonlit 
river gliding beneath your dahabeah.”’ This 
has changed the natives, and they live half 
the year in demoralizing idleness on the 
backsheesh they extort from the prodigal 
tourists. 

Upper Egypt, he says, is a land of extortion 
and fees, the travelers being simply looked 
on as an annual harvest. Ontheother hand, 
the cheap and easy means of progress enable 
many to make a trip hitherto enjoyed only 
by the wealthy. 

Mr. Kelly says that, while the astensible 
object of the Nile trip is the inspection of the 
temples, he suspects that most travelers are 
bored by them and look at them only on 
moral compulsion. With few exceptions they 
are ugly, and some of the exceptions are only 
such under peculiar conditions of light and 
air. The real charm is the river itself and 
the interest of the life it supports. His de- 
scription of the interesting features during 
the river trip are vivid and show that he has 
the true eye of the artist. Hackneyed as the

SILVERWORK AND JEWELRY. 


A Valuable Book for Workers in Precious 


Metals. 

H. Wikhson, smith in precious metals, has 

written a practical handbook entitied “ Sil- 
verwork and Jewelry ’’ (D. Appleton & Co., 
New York). The editor, W. R. Lethaby, 
precedes with some sensible remarks. He 
says that during the last century most of the 
arts, save painting: and scultpure of an 
academic kind, were little considered, and 
there was a tendency to look on “ design as 
a mere matter of appearance. Such orna- 
mentation as there was was usually ob- 
tained by following in a mechanical way a 
drawing provided by an artist who knew 
little of the technical processes involved in 
production.”’ He continues: With the crit- 
ical attention given to the crafts by Ruskin 
and Morris it came to be seen that it was 
iggpossible to detach design from craft in 
this way, and that, in the widest sense, true 
design is an inseparablé element of good 
quality, involving as it does the selection of 
good and suitable material, contrivance for 
special purpose, expert workmanship, proper 
finish, and so on, far more than mere orna- 
ment, and, indeed, that ornamentation itself 
was rather an exuberance of fine workman- 
ship than a matter of merely abstract lines. 
Workmanship, when separated by too wide 
a guif from fresh thought—that Is, from de- 
sign—inevitably decays, and on the other 
hand, ornamentation, divorced from work- 
manship, is necessarily unreal, and quickly 
falls into affectation... Proper ornamenta- 
tion may be defined as a language addressed 
to the eye; it is pleasant thought expressed 
in the speech of the tool.” 
’ In speaking of work in the precious metals, 
now undergoing a renaissance, he advocates 
the worker to draw a line between the slavish 
methods which have long obtained and the 
affectation of ‘“‘new art’’—believing the 
latter to be far the worse of the two. The 
reviewer is not able to agree with him in this 
particular, personally preferring individual 
expression, however crude, to imitation, and 
believing that there is more promise for art 
in fresh, if erratic, thought than in perfunc- 
tory copying, however elegant. ‘‘ The true 
method of design is always growth,”’ says 
the editor in a really fine aphorism, “ not 
rootless egoism.’’ But it is too much to sup- 
pose that the egoism would necessarily be 
rootless. 

Humility is often another form of self- 
consciousness, and it was the absence of 
these forms of vanity—for humility is the 
most hectoring and hindering form of vanity 
—which made the old artists, unconscious as 
children, fundamental as savages, original 
because aboriginal, speak out in bold and 
beautiful forms. 

The introduction by the author is fine, and 
the instruction given by him in the book 
appears, from the point of view of one who, 
like the present reviewer, does not know a 
scorper from a snarling iron, to be lucid and 
definite. The designs of ancient and modern 
work are beautiful and curious in the ex- 
treme. The book numbers about 300 pages, 
and is. to all appearances, well calculated 
to assist the doughty—if doubtful—meta!l 
actist in the solitude of his shop.

OUTLOOK IN ARKANSAS. 


Meeting Will Be Held Here on Friday 
or Saturday to Decide on Action 
Following Passage of the Anti- 
Trust Bill — Many Favor Quitting 
the State-—Complete Figures on the 
National Life of the U. 8. of A. Are 
Given Out, | 


A meeting of all the fire insurance com- 
panies operating in Arkansas will be held on 
Friday and Saturday of this week in Chi- 
cago to decide what action shall be taken in 
view of the assured passage of the anti-trust 


._ bill, which makes it a violation, mo matter 


how independent a company may be in 
Arkaneas, if it is a member of any associa- 
tion for the maintenance of rates elsewhere 
in the world. Under the bill membership in 
the Chicago Underwriters’ association will be 
a violation of the Arkansaslaw. It had been 
hoped that the bill could be amended in the 
senate, but the amendment exempting insur- 
ance companies was lost by three votes. A 
similar bill has passed the house already, and 
the passage of this bill there is expected on 
Thursday. 

The general agents at Little Rock have 
wired that they will be in Chicago to attend 
the conference of the western managers, and 
will then go on to New York to consult the 
home offices. The companies are inclined to 
withdraw from Arkansas at once and let the 
business interests of the state see how they 
can get along without fire insurance. The 
Arkansas insurance men want the retire- 
ment postponed sixty days, the time allowed 
for compliance with the law. Arkansas 
licenses are dated from March 1, and few of 
the companies have renewed them, pending 
action on the bill. It is not believed that any 
will want to file bond and take out licenges 
for a few weeks.

Oats and Corn Stocks.

look small, in view of the big government 


figures on the last crop. There are now 
5,974,000 bu in the visible, compared with 
4.064,000 bu. a year ago and 10,567,000 bu 
two years ago. There is a similar showing 
in corn, stocks now being 10,481,000 bu, com- 
pared with 10,789,000 bu in 1902 and 18,218,- 
000 bu in 1901. 

The oats trade is nning to wonder 
when Patten will be through selling his 
May line. It looked as though he parted 
with 1,000,000 bu more yesterday, and the 
selling attributed to him in the last week 
has aggregated 6,000,000 bu. He was a 
seller of July oats also on a liberal scale, 
and a heavy seller of July corn. 

Duluth May wheat usually sells over Chi- 
cago May at the opening of navigation, but 
it has not waited for that this year to go 
to a premium, the close there yesterday was 
T7%4c, comparing with a close of 77%-\c 
here.

There was a further decrease of 660,000 
bu in stocks of wheat at Buffalo and At- 
lantic seaboard ports last week, the total 
now only 6,330,000 bu, compared with 9,258, - 
0Ov0 bu a@ year ago. The wheat bull believes 
these stocks will never supply the export 
demand until the opening of navigation, and 
that there will be a draft upon the Chicago 
stocks, but they decrease so slowly, and 
the car situation is so much of a factor in 
preventing business from here, that the bull 
hardly dares have the courage of his con- 
victions.

PLEA FOR LEGALIZED POOLING Is | 


REVIVED, | 


Prominent Officials Say the Anti-Re- 
bate Law Will Do Them Little Good 
by Itself and Will Make a Strong 
Effort to Get More Favorable Legis- 

Aation from Congress—Freight Con- 
gestion Again Hampers Many 
Roads—East Bound Shipments. 


Prominent’ railroad officials here admit 


that the Elkins anti-rebate law will do them 
little good unless the anti-pooling clause of 
the interstate commerce law is knocked out, 
and a strong effort is to be made to get co 
gress to pass a law legalizing railroad poo 
While no doubt is expressed that the El- 
kins law will prevent rate cutting or spe- 
cial privileges to favored shippers, railway 
men feel that with the rates firmly main- 
tained on an equal basis by all roads, the 
direct and strong lines will get the great 
bulk of the business and the so-called weak 
lines will suffer. 

The latter, in order to get business enough | 
to pay their way, will have to resort to the 
same tactics that President Stickney of the 
Great Western resarted to last year when 
he made a five years’ contract with the Mis- 
souri river packers to carry their product 
at 5 cents a 100 pounds less than the agreed 
tariff. The same, it is feared, will happen 
on other articles of freight when the weak 
lines get hard up for business, and excep- 
tionally low rates by all lines will be the 
inevitable result. 

The only way by which reductions in rates 
by individual roads can be prevented, it is 
claimed, would be by the pooling of earnings, 
which would insure to each road a fair pro- 
portion of the income, 


Freight Congestion On Again. 
Traffic conditions are considerably worse 
than they were a week ago, the heavy snow 
storms and extreme. cold causing a renewal 


of the congestion. I will require several | 


days of the best kind of weather to restore | 
the roads to normal condition. Notice has_ 
been issued by the Burlington that for the 
present it. will not receive grain shipments 
at Kansas City. Other roads also are con- 
siderably embarrassed and unable to handle 
all the ciunisans that is offered for transpor- 
tation. In consequence of these conditions 
grain brought here by the western roads last 
week suffered a material decrease, the re- 
ceipts being 619,000 bushels lags than last 


year. 
Bast bound roads also suffered from the 
bad weather. During the last two days they 
-gnade good headway in clearing up the accu- 


mulated freight, but are still unable to fur- 


nish all the cars required.
